future welfare of others dearer to him 
than his own life. Let me put one more 
case for my opponent's consideration, 
which, whether it did or did not really 
occur, may be accepted aa a "crucial 
instance." A man, condemned to death 
tor a crime he had not committed, is 
brought out for execution, and the noose 
is already round his neck. A rider is 
seen in the distance urging toward the 
scaffold a horse covered with foam, and 
obviously ready to drop with fatigue; he 
waves something in his hand with a 
deprecating gesture, the execution is 
stayed; the crowd opens to let the horse 
reach the scaffold; the rider presents 
the reprieve which had been obtained at 
the last moment by the production of 
unexpected evidence of the prisoner's 
innocence, and the horse drops down 
dead. Who ehall condemn the use of 
whip and spur, even to this extreme, for 
the sake of preserving the life of an in- 
nocent man, with all its possibilities of 
future happiness and usefulness f The 
anti-vivisectionist may talk about his 
unwillingness to profit by sufferings in- 
flicted upon innocent brutes; but will 
any one say that he had rather have been 
hanged than that the horse should have 
suffered to save him! Or, if he dares 
say it would any one but a Zoophilist be- 
lieve him?—Dr. Carpenter <» Fort- 
nightly Review.

Taylor wHi rest nponhis important 
services in the darkest hours of our 
civil war, as chairman of the loan 
committee of the associated banks of 
New York City. He was the fore- 
most in organizing that vast loan of 
July, 1881, which enabled the nation 
to organize the national armies. 
Poring the crises he was frequently 
in communication with President 
Lincoln, the secretary of the treasury 
and with the finance committees of 
branches of the national legislature. 
He was also connected in a marked 
degree with the union defense com- 
mittee of this city. 
AB an example 


of his business foresight and sagaci- 
ty it is worth recording that at the 
outbreak of the war of the rebellion 
he immediately disposed of all the 
ships he owned, by that means avoid 
ing loss by rebel cruisers such as the 
Alabama and Florida. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Lincoln offered to 
make him secretary of the treasury 
in 1864, just after the resignation of 
Mr. Chase. Moses Taylor was the 
tutelar genius of many a strong man 
in the various panics which have 
caused such wide ruin among -our 
capitalists. Unmoved by the storms 
himself, he extended a helping band 
to hundreds and enabled them to 
tide over the crises. 
He had the 


reputation of rugged and unsenti- 
mental blnntness in business affairs;

He had the official re- 
port on the subject read from the 
Congressional Record, and th«» 
moved to have the journal corrected 
so as to include those two motions, 
which were to lay on the table the 
report of the committee on rules, and 
to recommit the report with instruc- 
tions, together with the speaker's re- 
fusing to entertain them; his (Spring- 
er's) appeals from such refusal, and 
the speaker's declining to entertain 
them. 


The speaker directed the clerk to 


read the rule governing the case, to 
the effect that every motion made to 
the honse, and entertained by the 
speaker shall be entered on the jour- 
nal; and he said that if the clerk 
had journalized those motions and 
appeals, he would have acted im- 
properly. 


Mr. Springer pointed ont similar 


cases in the recent proceedings of 
the house, where motions not enter- 
tained were journalized. He argued 
that the motions were proper, and 
should have appeared on the journal, 
which should show correctly ] and 
truthfully what was done, even 
though tho journal might then con- 
tain a condemnation of the man who 
satin the speaker's chair. -[Indig- 
nant calls to order on the Republi- 
can side, and a declaration by the 
speaker that the gentleman was not 
in order.]

THE ADDBBS8. 


Rev. R N. Davies, D. D., was present- 


ed. He delivered the memorial address, 
occupying 35 minutes' time. It was a 
masterly, philosophical, eloquent and pa- 
triotic effort, that engaged the closest at- 
tention of all within hearing, the senti- 
ments expressed touching the hearts of 
the old veterans, who frequently applaud- 
ed the distinguished speaker, who was 
himself a soldier in the late Rebellion, 
and was therefore prepared to relate inci- 
dents and present pictures of privation 
and sufferings of soldiers that were real 
and reliable. Dr. Davies began by brief- 
ly referring to the ancient custom of dec- 
orating' the gravel of fallen heroes with 
flowers. This beautiful ceremony pre- 
vailed among the Greeks and Romans, 
the former adding other ceremonies that 
bespoke the gratitude of the living for 
the bravery and deeds of the dead. 


The war for .the preservation ot the 


Union was one in which a great principle 
was involved, and the influence of the 
Rebellion ID establishing human freedom 
ia felt all over this and other lands. The 
Rebellion was not a circumscribed war 
and the deadly contest resulted in crush- 
ing shivery and establishing the fact that 
man does not belong to the land as was 
claimed by the English np to the war of 
1812, but that the ownership ot man was 
vested in his own soul. This recognition 
of the importance of man individually is 
another stage in the progress ot the age, 
and the successful termination of the late 
hard fought war removed the stain of 
slavery from the stars and stripes and re- 
moved the sarcasm on the words found in 
the Declaration of Independence: "All 
men were born free and equal" 
The 


speaker stated that none should harbor 
bitter feelings, and that feelings ot 
rage and passion should be cast aside; 
but the principles for which the soldiers 
fought and died should never be forgot- 
ten. The men fought bravely, and suf- 
fered terribly, and they triumphed. Had 
the Rebels triumphed, the death knell of 
the United States would have been 
sounded, and the cause of human liberty 
would have received a blow from which 
it might never have recovered. Thanks 
to God, the Federate were successful and 
the slaves were set free. The victory be- 
longs to God, and under God are we in- 
debted to the soldiers dead and the vet- 
eran survivors of t'jte contest, for all that 
we now enjoy, our happy homes and 
prosperous free land. We are met here 
to-d»y to perpetuate the memory of the 
soldier dead and erpress onr feelings ot 
gntitadeto the soldiers living lortheir 


valor, and sufferings, and priva- 


can never pay, and we owe it to 
them, among otter date, that we 
carry on the work which they inaugura- 
ted in '61. Hem the Doctor stated that 
he had noticed a growing feeling to speak 
of trie wmi from a commereial standpoint 
Some of those who remained at home 
during the great struggle, said: "We 
gave our money while yon soldiers went 
South to fight, and we are entitled to as 
much praise eg you." Honey can never 
cancel the debt due the soldiers. Let the 
stay-at-home suffer as did the soldiers in 
the march, on the tented field, in tive sus- 
pense concerning the loved ones at heme, 
in the vile prison pens of the South, and 
in the heatot battle, then let him say 
what sum ot money he would give to be 
denied such terrible experiences— suffer- 
ings that words cannot fittingly describe. 
The soldiers went forth- to bottle, and 
while they suffered and were thrown into 
prisons where they were tempted, still they 
remained loyal because there was a great 
principle involved in the struggle and 
because they knew they were right 


The speaker had heard it suggested at 


Greenoastle, on Saturday evening last 
that soldiers should take a back seat in 
the matter of decorating the graves of the 
fallen braves. Here the Doctor became 
grandly eloquent when he stated, in touch- 
ing language, that when persons making 
such remarks wanted men to fight, they 
didn't; ask the soldiers to take a back seat, 
and it was fitting now that the veterans 
throughout the land should perform the 
ceremony of remembering their fallen 
comrades by strewing their graves with 
flowers. The speaker pleaded earnestly 
for the soldiers living and for those whose : 
lips are silent in death, and he pleaded 
thus earnestly because some people 
manifest a disposition of ungratefulness 
to them for their noble services. 


The peroration of the speaker was a 


tribute to the Christian religion and to 
the men who went forth with Christian 
faith in their hearts to battle for the right. 
Parents were charged to keep ever fresh 
in the minds ot their children the princi- 
ple for which the war was waged, and in 
this way, with the aid of the Bible, we 
can best remember the fallen heroes and 
perpetuate their memory. 


The speaker resumed his seat amidst 


general applause. 


Singing, "We Shall Never Forget," by 


the choir, solo by Mr. C. B. Prescott 


Prayer, by Elder J. W. Tyler, of the 


Christian Church. 


The closing song was "America," by the 


choir and people, with accompaniment 
by Goodman's Band. 


The benediction, pronounced by Bev. 


Prestley, closed the exercises of the day, 
when the civic and military organiza- 
tions formed and returned to the city. 


THE VETKBANS' LOT. 


In the western part of the cemetery is 


the burial ground for the exclusive use 
of the veteran association. In this lot 
there is space for nearly 600 graves, and 
there are now a large number of soldiers 
buried there. la the center of the lot a 
tall flag-staff has been erected by the 
Veterans, and a flag floated from the top 
of it all day yesterday. The graver «a*t 
of the flag-staff were covered with floral 
tributes, and in the iron staff at the head 
of each grave was a, 'bouquet with two 
small flags crossed. In time the bodies 
of all soldiers in the cemetery whose 
friends desire their removal, will be in- 
terred in this large lot. 


THE COMHITTRKE, 


Messrs. McBeynolds, Abbott and Quin- 
tan, who made all general arrangements 
for Decoration Day, performed their du- 
ties with a faithfulness as to details, with 
the assistance ot veterans and others, that 
ia highly commendable. The undertak- 
ing, on such short notice, was one ot no 
small proportions. The demonstration 
passed off without any accident, and was 
a fitting observance ot a day that will be 
remembered 
throughout the 
United 


States for many generations.

Yet nothing is more 
common among fashionable people thsn 
outcries against the impertinence oi 
newspapers, the reporters ot which in- 
vade the privacy of their homes. There 
are even inginuBtions that the best way 
to be rid of this inquisitive class is to 
help its members down stain with the 
toe of the boot 


Any one who is familiar with the man- 


agement of the great newspapers in this 
city, knows what a conjugal straggle the 
editors have to cat down the copy so as 
to get all the news into the paper. There 
is little exaggeration in saying .that a 
journal the size of the limes or the Tri- 
bune could be filled every night with 
good matter which the editors of those 
papers strike out of copy with their blue 
pencSa. It is condensation, not late 
hours or night work, that is killing men 
in newspaper offices. If, then, this is 
the caw; if fashionable people think that 
the publication of items about their re- 
captions, weddings and dinners is highly 
impertinent; and if the newspapers can 
hardly find room for actual news, why do 
the journals in New York print, day af- 
ter day, descriptions of social incidents 
which are most uninteresting to the gen- 
eral reader?
